President Nixon said today that the 
emergency measures he outlined 
Sunday to meet the energy crisis 
would cause inconvenience but not 
hardships to the American public. 


Nixon carried his message tor 
cutting the amount of gasoline 
available to motorists and heating 
oil for homes to the Seafarers Union 
convention 


He stressed that his measures 
were taken to meet the short term 
problem and his goal was to make 
the United States self-sufficient in 
energy by 1980 He pledged avoiding 
World 
War 
11 -type 
gasoline 
rationing 
“ Our goal is not to go back,” he 
said. “ Our goal is to go forward But 
we have a temporary problem and 
therefore we have to deal with the 


problem ” 
“ We want to be in a position so 
nobody can cut our lifeline, he said 
In his nationally televised speech 
Sunday, Nixon said he would order 
lower speed limits across America, 
close gasoline stations part of each 
weekend, limit aviation fuel and 
curtail Christmas and ornamental 
lighting in an effort to deal with the 
crisis.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Tape 
recordings of President Nixon’s 
conversations 
with 
aides 
about 
Watergate were turned over today 
to Chief U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica 
Nixon’s 
counsel, 
J 
Fred 
Buzhardt, delivered the tapes in a 
gray, metal container resembling a 
tool box to Sirica in his chambers in 
the federal court house. 
Another White 
House lawyer, 
Leonard Garment, said the box 
contained the tapes of Nixon's 
Watergate-related 
conversations, 
recorded at the White House and in 
the 
adjacent 
Executive 
Office 
Building. 
Sirica placed the tapes in the 
custody of federal marshals who he 
said would guard them around the 
clock. The White House turned over 
the tapes without a legal fight after 
Sirica requested them Wednesday. 
Sirica said he would not listen to 
the tapes immediately, but would 
hear them later to determine if they 
contained any evidence that should 
be turned over to the Watergate 
grand jury. 
He asked for custody of the tapes 
following disclosure that one of 
them 
—a conversation between 
Nixon 
and 
H. 
R. 
Haldeman 
—contained 
an 
18-minute blank 
section. 
An administration source said this 
was 
caused 
by 
an 
inadvertent 
erasure by Nixon’s secretary, Rose 
Mary 
Woods, 
while 
she 
was 
transcribing the tape. 
The White House released a 22- 
page analysis and index of the tapes, 
and 
included 
the 
first official 
explanation of how that 18-minute 
section was erased. 
The analysis say obliteration of 
the conversation was caused by “ the 
depression of a record button during 
the process of reviewing the tape, 
possibly while the recorder was in 
the proximity of an electric type­ 
writer and a high intensity lamp.” 
The legal papers said that the 
accident was believed to have been 
‘unconsequential’ at first because it 
was not thought that the Haldeman 
conversation 
was 
among 
the 
subpoenaed material. 


“ The delay in discovering that the 
incident affected a portion of the 
tape 
containing 
a 
subpoenaed 
conversation 
was 
due 
to 
the 
ambiguity of the language of the 
subpoena,” the White House legal 
document said. 
The White House said it had been 
believed 
that 
only 
an 
earlier 
meeting the same day —June 20, 
1972 —between Nixon and John D. 
Ehrlichman had been subpoenaed. 


Disclosure that the 18-minute 
K 
irtion of the conversation between 
ixon and Haldeman, then his chief 
of staff, had been erased came 
Wednesday, one day after Nixon had 
assured Republican governors that 
there would be no further startling 
disclosures about Watergate.

Sharpe, 42, was found dead in his 
car Friday morning by a State 
Division 
of 
Highways 
crew, 
according 
to 
San 
Luis Obispo 
Sheriff’s deputies. The death scene 
was on Cuyama Highway, about 13 
miles east of Santa Maria. Deputies 
reported the car was found with a 
garden 
hose 
leading from 
the 
exhaust to the car’s interior. 
Road crew members first spotted 
the car parked beside the road 
Thursday 
afternoon, 
but 
didn’t 
become suspicious until they saw 
the car in the same location the next 
morning. Dr. Jean Michels Sharpe, 
a Lompoc physician and wife of the 
attorney, 
told 
investigators 
her 
husband had been missing from 
their home since 2 a.m. Thursday. 
The deputies said Sharpe had been 
despondent. 
Cause of death was listed as 
asphyxiation and probably suicide, 
although no note was found. 
Born in New Jersey in 1931, 
Sharpe came to the valley in 1959 
and was employed as a technical 
writer for McDonnell Douglas and 
Lockheed during the height of the 
IC BM 
development 
era 
at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
After graduating from UCLA Law 
School, he opened a private law 
practice in Lompoc in which he pled 
as defense counsel in a number of 
locally celebrated murder and other 
cases.

New found fault 
not as serious 
as first appeared 


A spokesman 
for the U. 
S. 
Geological Survey said this morning 
that an earthquake fault detected 
two miles offshore from the Diablo 
Canyon nuclear power plant doesn't 
look as serious now as it did at first, 
though a study of the rift is 
underway. 
Pacific 
Gas 
and 
Electric 
Company, future operators of the 
half 
constructed, 
$650 
million 
facility, disclosed the existence of 
the fault Friday. The discovery was 
made in the course of a USGS 
coastal study and reported to the 
utility verbally through the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 
“ It 
was 
a 
very 
premature 
statement,” Holly Wagner of the 
U SG S’s 
Menlo 
Park 
Office 
responded this morning. “ I would 
really hesitate to say anything 
more at the present. I think I 
shouldn’t add any fuel to the fire. 
Let me say this, it (the fault) 
doesn’t look as bad now as it did 
initially: 
but 
this, 
again, 
is 
premature.” 


Wagner said he is working on a 
report on the fissure which, he said, 
will be made available to the AEC 
within two weeks. 
The closest fault to the future 
2,000 megawatt, dual reactor plant 
was believed to be 20 miles distant. 
The danger of a severe earthquake 
in the vicinity of a nuclear power 
plant is that lethal radioactive fuel 
could 
be 
leaked 
into 
the 
environment. 
PG&E, which relied on the USGS 
for area seismic data prior to 
planning the Diablo facility, is also 
reserving assessment of the coast- 
paralleling fault until this study is 
completed, a utility spokesman said 
this morning. 
Diablo 
nuclear 
information 
specialist, Miles Sheldon, said that 
the utility would reserve comment, 
“ ...except to say that the Diablo 
Canyon plant design considered 
earthquakes in the San Andreas 
Fault, the Nacimiento Fault, and 
the Santa Ynez Fault as well as 
possible offshore faults.”

The executive order affects 16,000 


state-owned automobiles. There are 
roughly

vehicles 
registered in California. 
Reinecke, chairman of the Energy 
Planning Council, earlier proposed 
that state cars be limited to 55 
m.p.h. But he lowered it to 50 m.p.h. 
to conform with President Nixon’s 
proposal Sunday of a nation-wide 50 
m.p.h. maximum. 
Reinecke said “ extravagance” in 
decorative 
lighting 
during 
the 
holidays also must be curtailed, but 
added: “ I ’m certainly not trying to 
rule out Santa Claus.” 


Street sweeping to be cut 


Street sweeping schedules in the City of Lompoc will be sharply curtailed 
to meet an imminent shortage of gasoline fuel products, it was announced 
by Barry Gustafson, city public works director. 
Sweeping schedules will be cut in half in residential areas, from the 
former twice a month basis to once a month, and schedules in commercial 
areas will be reduced accordingly, Gustafson said in a statement issued 
Wednesday. 
Despite the curtailment, however, the city will make “ every effort to 
provide effective service,” Gustafson said. 
The city has been notified that fuel allocations will be reduced. 
Gustafson urged citizens to remove their cars from the streets during 
times when sweeping schedules are in effect, thus making the reduced 
service more effective. 
He said other city departments are studying proposals for the 
conservation of fuel and that “ revised policies and procedures are expected 
to he announced shortly.

The Arab guerrilas who seized the big 747 
on Sunday forced the pilot to fly it to Malta 
The hijackers won some pledges from 
the Dutch government to stop aiding Israel 
and 
Jewish 
emigrants 
but 
the 
247 
passengers and 17 crewmen remained 
aboard the plane when the hijackers forced 
it to fly here today, and their lives were 
believed still in jeopardy 
Valletta was the fourth stop for the 
Roval Dutch Airlines (KLM) plane which 


was seized Sunday evening shortly after it 
left Beirut on a flight that was to have 
taken it to Tokyo. It had landed in 
Damascus, Nicosia, and Tripoli where the 
hostages were kept aboard during many 
hours of negotiations. 
Hundreds of police cordoned off the 
airport and the section where the plane 
landed was isolated from the rest of the

said 
Premier Dom Mintoff had offered Malta as 
a landing stop this morning during talks 
with 
visiting 
Libyan

Col. 
Moammar Khadafy. Khadafy left Malta

Airport spokesman said the plane may

Scientist Edward G. Gibson worked today to have 
Skylab’s solar observatory ready for operation by Tuesday. 
Flight Director Donald R Puddy said the length of the 
rest of the earth resources passes of the flight may be cut in 
half-down to 15-20 minutes— because it now takes longer to 
roll the orbiting lab into position. 
One of three stablizing gyroscopes that keep the 100-ton 
lab in the right position in space has failed, but the ship is 
still operating satisfactorily on the remaining two. 
Puddy said, however, that there might be more separate 
passes made, meaning just as much data on agriculture, 
geology, forests, the weather, the oceans and urban areas 
would be obtained 
“ There’s nothing we’ve come across yet that would keep 
us from obtaining all of the Skylab 3 objectives,” he said.

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Corruption impedes crime fighting 


WASHINGTON (U P I) 
A federal commission says offi­ 
cial political corruption is “ a serious impediment to the 
task of reducing criminality in America.” It urges citizens 
to conduct their own “ do-it-yourself” tests of local 
governments. 
In the last of six reports, the National Advisory 
Commission on Criminal Justice Standards and Goals said 
Sunday: “ The existence of corruption breeds further crime 
by providing for the citizen a model of official lawlessness 
that undermines any acceptable rule of law.” 
The report 
basically completed before the Watergate 
scandals came to light —also urged states to require 
officials to disclose their financial records and to crack 
down on other corrupt practices. 
The study was made under a $1.7 million grant from the 
Law Enforcement Assistance Administration, a branch of 
the Justice Department. 


It said another way to reduce urban crime would be to set 
up neighborhood type “ little city halls 
in the big cities. 
The neighborhoods, under the plan, would elect their own 
officials, have authority to tax and representation in the 
main city government. 
The 364-page report also contained a do-it-yourself test to 
help citizens measure the potential for corruption in state 
and local government, and it recommended government fi­ 
nancing of state and local elections. 
The commission said the neighborhood 
governments 
would be one means of meeting “ problems of citizen 
alienation, 
remote decision 
making and 
inadequate 
service” that tends to breed crime. 
“ That calls for a new form of government,” commission 
Director Thomas J. Madden told reporters. He said cities 
that fail to meet the problem may be in for a “ surge in 
crime and violence.”

In West Germany, a family rode through the streets on a 
home-made, six-seat bicycle. In Belgium, a man used a 
horse to pull his automobile. In Switzerland, youths zipped 
around on roller skates to deliver newspapers. 
Citizens in seven countries of Western Europe had a 
chance to display their inventiveness as a growing number 
of industrialized nations banned Sunday driving to save fuel 
in the face of Arab oil cutbacks. 
West Germany, Switzerland, Denmark, Luxembourg and 
Liechtenstein joined Holland and Belgium in banning a 
total of nearly 25 million vehicles from their highways to 
save oil supplies. 


Most of the seven nations’ 94 million population stayed at 
home, but a few exhibited a little of the same originality 
that led to the invention of the automobile in the first place. 
West German Chancellor Willy Brandt called on his 
countrymen to “show each other what solidarity and 
inventiveness can do.’’

The toppled strongman, who crushed a student-worker 
uprising the week before, fell victim to the same type of 
bloodless coup he used to seize power as an army colonel 


6 4 years ago 
Army tanks crunched into Athens in the pre-dawn hours 
Sunday but were not needed in the takeover Troops and 
military cadets seized the government without firing a 
shot They took over the communications building, par­ 
liament, radio stations and ministries. 


The bloodless takeover contrasted with the nrevious 
weekend's abortive student-worker rebellion put down by 
the army at a cost of 12 killed and about 150 injured. 


The takeover was led by military police commander 
Brig. Gen Dimitrios Ioanmdes, who already is being called 
Greece’s new “behind-the-scenes strongman 


A communique said the coup was carried out because 
Papadopoulos “with a parody of elections was trying to fool 
the Greek people-this forced the army to intervene and to 


save the country once moie 
“The armed forces were to be used in an electoral fake, 
humiliating our people," the statement said 
Lt Gen Phaedon Gyzikis. commander of the 1st Army 
and one-time backer of Papadopoulos, was sworn in as 
president. A 19-member cabinet replaced the 7 week-old 
government of Premier Spyros Markezinis. 
The new. all-civilian cabinet was led by a lawyer and 
economist, Adamantios Androutsopoulos, 54, who studied 
and taught economics at the University of Chicago He had 
served earlier Papadopoulos governments, first as finance 
minister and later as minister of the interior.

Pioneer 10 thrusters fired 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. (UPI) — Just a week before 
Pioneer 10’s arrival at Jupiter, the space agency fired the 
craft’s thrusters today in final adjustments to make sure it 
will fly right. 
A tiny mistake now or Tuesday and it will be too late for 
corrections. Any further firing of thrusters would destroy 
an important experiment. 
This is because the spacecraft itself serves as an 
instrument which celestial mechanics experts will employ 
to determine the weight of Jupiter’s 12 moons and how the 
planet mass is distributed 
The moons and the giant planet will affect the spindly, 
570-pound spacecraft’s trajectory, and the amount of 
change will be the basis for the calculations.

DETROIT (UPI) — President Nixon's new energy-saving 
measures are expected to push more Americans into small 
cars and send already slumping new car sales even lower. 
Then only immediate reaction to the President’s Sunday 
night message was from General Motors, which said: “We 
share his concern and believe if we all work together we 
can certainly get through this difficult tim e.” 
But one industry executive was even more cautious, 
saying “the threat of rationing is still there, and that’s not 
going to help us.” 
New car sales have been off about 11 per cent from last 
year’s record pace since the 1974 models were introduced in 
September. The mid-November figures due from the “big 


four” today will show another slump. 
The thought of what the future may hold in the form of 
gas rationing or a ban on Sunday driving is making some 
people hold off on a new car purchase. 
“I’ve been looking at the small cars, but I’m not sure 
what I’ll do until this energy thing is straightened out,” 
remarked Joe Morgan, a 28-year-old suburban insurance 
salesman touring the just-completed Detroit auto show. 
“Why should 1 invest in a new car now and then see it sit 
in the garage?” he said. “Anyway, a couple of dealers I 
talked to won’t even give me what my old car (a full-sized 
1972 Buick Electra) is worth and they want sticker price for 
the smaller model I was looking at.”

“ However, many ask how 
they can watch their weight 
and still get plenty of 
wholesome nu trition . 
Halpern noted. 


“ While it’s true that three 
eight-ounce glasses of whole 
milk would add many calo­ 
ries to your daily intake, skim 
milk provides as much and 
even more nutrients than 
whole milk and with half the 
calories! Powdered skim 
milk is an excellent form of 
skim milk It frequently is 
easier to shop for, often less 
expensive and more conve­ 
nient to store than the fluid 
variety.” 


"You know. 
Dr. Halpern 
continues,” some doctors feel 
that any child of school age 
should no longer drink whole 
milk Actually the only im­ 
portant element that is taken 
from whole milk to make it 
skim is the butter fat. There 
is increasing evidence that 
butterfat does nothing more 
than ra is e the blood 
cholesterol and total blood 
fats. There are many indica­ 
tions that this can lead in 
later life to heart disease and 
stroke 
Pomment ing on breakfast 
cereals and milk, he said, 
"Cereals don't give you com­ 
plete proteins. If you take a 
nonsugared cereal and add 
skim milk to it — powdered 
or prepared skim milk - you 
then have a very nutritious 
breakfast with complete pro­ 
teins,” 
In general, he said, the 
ideal adult diet should in­ 
clude a nutritional range of 
40 per cent carbohydrates, 30 
per cent proteins and 30 per 
cent fats. 
To give an idea of how 
calorie-controlled dairy food 
product can be included in 
meals, here are some recipes 
approved by The Diet 
Workshop;

Cosell: top journalist or loudmouth?

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Howard Cosell has been in­ 
troduced on TV talk shows as 
“The Man People Love to 
Hate.” This is a provocative 
cognominate, to use a ses­ 
quipedalian Cosellism, for 
Cosell’s showy-biz side. The 
epithet is less cuddlesome for 
serious journalists, who 
would rather respect and ad- 
mire Cosell. Too often, 
however, he makes it 
difficult. 
He is, in fact, the man 
many reporters hate to hate. 
Sometimes, Cosell has been 
magnificent. He broke 
ground several years ago 
with a moving TV special on 
Grumbling College football. 
He was one of the few, and 
earliest, sports journalists to 
defend Muhammad Ali’s civil 
liberties when the former 
heavyweight champion was 
barred from boxing because 
he refused to accept the mili­ 
tary draft. Cosell has asked 
probing questions, one of the 
few television sportscasters 
(“No, I’m a sports commenta­ 
tor,” he insists) to do so. 


One recent Monday night, 
Cosell brought a novelist’s 
sense of drama to a football 
game. This was when Joe 
Gilliam, a third-string black 


quarterback for the Steelers, 
entered a tight game after 
Terry Bradshaw and Terry 
Hanratty had been physically 
defused. 
Cosell painted a brief 
historical vignette about the 
void of black quarterbacks in 
pro football and sketched in 
pertinent biographical stuff 
on Gilliam. This added an un­ 
common human dimension to 
the telecast. 
When, characteristically, 
Hyperbolic Howard grew 
outrageously rapturous with 
the raspings of his often m- 
imically inimitable modula­ 
tion, Dandy Don got his 
feathers up: “ Aw Howard, 
why don’t ya just lay it all on 
the table.” 
Paradoxically, one senses 
the benign aspects of Cosell’s 
influence here in Meredith 
feeling open enough to say on 
the air that the compone is in 
the other mouth. 
Vacant Frank Gifford also 
may have profited from Cos­ 
ell. In that same Steeler 
game, Gifford shocked the 
nation by saying something 
interesting. During one long 
huddle, Gifford’s monotone 
noted that on upcoming pass 
plays rookie quarterbacks 
(like rookie writers) explain 
too much. Thus the long hud­ 
dles. Next play was indeed a 
pass. 


(Prior to this, Gifford’s pro­ 
fessional TV reportorial 
highlight came in the 1970 
post-Super Bowl game locker 
room when he interviewed 
Len Dawson for about 20 
minutes and never asked him 
the most obvious and most 
important question: Did the 
headline accusations of his 
association with a gambler 
affect his play?) 
One watches and listens on 
Monday night and knows that 
Cosell is Cosell the Star, and 
only somewhat Cosell the 
Journalist. In fact, a New' 
Yorker magazine writer 
wryly wondered why the 
Monday night game is always 
trying to muscle in on the 
Howard Cosell show. 
The delight for Howard in 
being Cosell! obtrudes on the 
sensibleness of this poten­ 
tially first-rate journalist. He 
relishes so much the national 
character he has created. He 
aggrandizes himself by self­ 
parody, and then loses 
perspective: he no longer sees 
the event truly since his im­ 
age blocks the view. 
His work at the 1972 Olym­ 
pics, for example, was hy­ 
sterical (concerning the 
sports and not the homicides). 
He is the man who says, and 
rightly, that sports are games 
kids can play. And they 
should be viewed as enter­ 


tainment. Yet his coverage of 
the boxing matches and his 
overreaction to two runners 
missing a race seemed, in his 
handling, of Biblical signifi­ 
cance. 
Nor is it unusual for Cosell

to sink into flackery at the 
drop of a pass. (“This must be 
the saddest moment in that 
young man’s life,” he said one 
Monday night in sepulchral 
undulation.) 
Cosell is a mass of con­ 
tradictions, however. Just 
when you are virtually 
emetic over his pap, his press 
agentry. his malaprops and 
mispronunciations, his self- 
servings, his soaring ego flut- 
te r i n g s , 
he 
t a k e s 
a 
courageous stand or asks a 
remarkably sensitive ques­ 
tion, one that has unusual 
substance after his usual, in­ 
substantive monumental-like 
prefaces. One such question 
that comes to mind is when 
he followed up a comment on 
women by Dolphin Marv 
Fleming by asking if he 
wasn’t being chauvinistic 
and stereo typically jock. 
De spi t e 
his 
many 
pvrotechnical failings, Cosell 
has made a great contribu­ 
tion to responsible and in­ 
telligent and courageous re­ 
porting. He has also made, it 
may be assumed, a great con­ 
tribution to the sale of men’s 
drawers by his TV commer­ 
cial. Each in its place can be 
justified. 
Unfortunately Cosell too 
often sells drawers or him­ 
self, when he ought to out be 
reporting.

US team wins World Cup 


MARBELLA, Spain (UPI) — Johnny 
Miller and Jack Nicklaus, who gave the 
United States its 12th World Cup victory 
Sunday, have joined a chorus of voices 
asking that the prestigious golf tournament 
be reformed 
Many players and officials agreed that 
the World Cup, which began in 1953 in 
Montreal as the Canada Cup with only 
seven countries, appears to have outgrown 
its format. 
This year, a record 50 nations were 
invited and all but Czechoslovakia sent 
their two-man teams. The result was a 
traffic jam on Marbella’s 6,905-yard Nueva 
Andalucia course which the teams, paired 
in foursomes, took nearly six hours to 
complete 
Nicklaus partly blamed this change from 
his usual pace for a showing he said did not 
satisfy him—even though it marked the 
sixth time in seven tries that he won the 
team trophy. 
But with a 72-hole score of 281, Nicklaus 
needed Miller’s brilliant 11-under-par 277 
to keep South Africa’s Gary Player and 
Hugh Baiocchi a safe six strokes away. 
U.S. 
Open champion 
Miller won the 
individual trophy three strokes ahead of 
Player, with Nicklaus tying Taiwan’s Lu 


Liang Huan for third place. 
“ I think the format should be changed to 
play in twosomes or threesomes to speed 
up play,” Nicklaus said. “ Also every year 
we play 
with 
the 
same teams 
(the 
strongest nations). I think the teams should 
be drawn and the smaller countries should 
have a chance to play with the big ones-to 
get to talk with them and play with them, 
that's what the World Cup is all about 
The rhythm-breaking delays were not 
only caused by the foursome play, but also 
because champions like Nicklaus, Miller 
and Player had to follow golfers who often 
scored in the 80s The field included 61- 
year-old Paul Tomita, a former golf pro of 
ex-king Carol of Romania, who finished 
with a 53-over-par 72-hole total of 341, while 
his 
partner Dumitriu 
Munteanu even 
outdid him with a 99-over-par 387 
He compared the World Cup, whose prize 
money totalled a mere $7,000, with the 
Olympics, where every country may enter 
without discrimination. International good 
will among golfers was one of its prime 
aims, he said. 
But exactly for this reason, he added, the 
isolation of the top players should be lifted 
and they should be paired with team 
m e m b e r s 
of 
any 
c o u n t r y .

I don't know what he had 
in mind exactly but there

to 
America. 


The most obvious way to 
get back at the Arabs for 
plunging us into an energy 
crisis would be to switch to 
Roman 
numerals 
in our 
arithmetical computations.

But the 
fuel situation clearly calls 
for extremism. If a sizable 
majority of the American 
people stops using Arabic 
numerals, it will show the 
Middle East oil nations that 
we mean business.

Testing testers 


The polygraph, more commonly known 
as the lie detector, has been a source ot 
controversy ever since its introduction as 
a tool for criminal investigation. The crux 
ot the dispute is whether or not results of 
polygraph tests are accurate enough to be 
admissible evidence in a trial. 
The reliability ot the device in doing 
what it is designed to do - measure and 
record changes in human blood pressure, 
breathing and perspiratory secretions 
seems fairly well established. The doubts 
lie in the human element, the examiner s 
ability to correctly and infallibly analyze 
these measurements as indications that 
the subject is or is not lying. 
The decision several months ago by a 
Los Angeles superior court judge to admit

polygraph test results as evidence, and a 
measure introduced in the legislature this 
year to permit lie detector use in civil 
cases have brought the whole question into 
locus.

Forgotten about polio? Willing to 
bet that your kid couldn t scratch 
him self and get tetanus or run up the 
block and com e down with whooping 
cough? 
Think 
again. 
And 
money. 
A recent national 
survey shows that 
large hunks of the 
American 
popula­ 
tion of children un­ 
der 
four, 
mostly 
through 
parental 
carelessness, 
have 
m issed their shots 
or oral polio vac­ 
cine. 
The report had enough impact to 
m o b iliz e 
the 
S ta te 
H ealth 
Departm ent in an effort to get to 
C alifornia’s 
unim m unized 
pre­ 
schoolers. 
The danger is this: 
that with 
enough young kids vulnerable to a 
collection 
of 
diseases, 
including 
polio, 
a 
single 
infected 
visitor, 
transient or transfer will be all it 
takes to kindle a new outbreak. 
According to Dr. Jam es Chin of 
the State of Health Dept., only 62.9 
per cent of the kids under four 
nation-wide have been immunized 
against polio — a little better than 


half, and in a country in which polio 
immunization is free in practically 
every com munity. 
Only 62.2 per cent of the toddlers 
are immune to m easles (shots), 
only 56.9 per cent have had their 
rubella (German m easles) shots, 
Chin detailed, and a slightly better 
75.6 per cent have been immunized 
against 
diptheria, 
tetanus 
and 
whooping cough. 
Kids in California have to undergo 
a basic series of immunizations 
before they enter school, either at 
age five or when they transfer in, 
according to Lompoc County Health 
Dept. Nurse Eileen Dunn. 


But what we have to worry about 
are 
the 
diseases 
that 
may 
be 
imported into the com munity by 
others. Some other states do not 
have as strict immunization laws as 
California. Frequently, Mrs. Dunn 
relates, older school aged people 
(12-13 years old) are transferred 
here without having received any 
im munizations at all. People who 
have never been immunized are 
people who could be infected. 


Also, 
the 
Health 
Department 
recently confirmed a single case of 
polio in San Francisco, in a man who 
traveled 
north from 
Mexico. 
It 
didn’t result in a polio outbreak 
because it was isolated and m ost 
people have had their drinks of oral 
Sabine vaccine. But if the man had 
been close to children for very

details, there is som e danger of an 
outbreak among them of anything 


a com munity with as much coming 
and going as this one. 


And immunizations at the Lompoc 
clinic have been down 
October, 
National Immunization Month, was 
one of the slowest periods for shots 
in recent Lompoc memory 
Accordingly, 
the 
local 
Health 
Department Clinic has doubled their 
immunization staff (two nurses and 
two Spanish speaking attendants) 
and separated their immunization 
clinic from the formerly concurrent 
well baby clinic. This writer had 
occasion 
once 
to 
observe 
the 
combined clinics. It was something 
like a Bombay train station at noon, 
and must have driven away many 
potential shot custom ers. 
Nor is the Health Department 
interested in whether or not their 
Spanish 
speaking 
custom ers are 
legal 
or 
illegal 
arrivals. 
The 
department, in fact, is anxious to 
immunize as many recent arrivals 
from other states or countries as 
possible 
in 
their three monthly 
clinics. 
Private physicians are the first 
line 
of 
immunization 
defense, 
though in Lompoc, they're becoming 
scarce. 
At 
birth, 
Mrs. 
Dunn outlined, 
baby’s in California get a first < DPT 
(diptheria, 
whooping 
cough 
and 
tetanus) 
immunization 
and 
an 
opening 
round 
of 
Sabine 
polio 
vaccine. This is where many parents 
are apparently letting things stand. 
But children, she says, should be 
given another DPT at three months 
and, at four months, still another 
DPT plus the second polio. From 
one year the m easles vaccination 
program (two shots) should begin 
and, at 16 and 18 months, the child 
should receive his third installment 


of oral polio vaccine and a DPT 
booster. Then com e the boosters. 
By the time the child is ready for 
school at five, he should be fairly 
proof 
against 
a 
catalogue 
of 
diseases with just boosters every 
ten years. 
But now, with roughly half of the 
kids under four, that’s no longer 
happening. And don't bet we can get 
away with it.
